6 ANNUAL REPORT 


SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1988 has brought increased growth to Searsmont requiring 
changes in priorities and procedures. The Town is experiencing an influx 
of new residents who strain existing services and facilities, requiring in- 
creased funding to maintain current standards. 

Most immediately affected is the solid waste disposal. New Federal 
and State regulations mandate restrictions on burning. We must reduce 
the amount of waste we burn, trying to segregate and recycle in order to 
bury the remainder, or face transferring it to an incinerator at greater 
costs. It is now necessary to pay contractors to remove both tires and 
white goods. 

Despite minimal allocations on road maintenance in 1988 more 
monies will be necessary to maintain current standards. 

A revaluation of the Town is underway by the Maine Evaluation Con- 
sultants and should be completed by spring 1990. 

The Town was approached by several companies interested in intro- 
ducing cable TV to this area. Despite a positive response we have not 
received any concrete proposals. 

With the adjustment of services and implementation of new policies 
the Town has met the new challenges and faces the future strengthened 
in its resolve to move forward and maximize the opportunities presented 
by growth to its benefit.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Town 
of Searsmont, as of and for the fiscal year ended February 1, 1988, as 
listed in the table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other accounting proce- 
dures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town’s general purpose financial statements do not include the gen- 
eral fixed assets group of accounts, which should be included to conform 
with generally accepted accounting principles. The effect of this departure 
is that an incomplete financial presentation results. The amount that 
should be recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known, 
but would include the cost of all land, buildings and equipment owned 
by the Town. 


The Town has adopted the net budget method for the general fund, which 
does not conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The net 
budget method of budgeting and accounting results in dedicated or ear- 
marked funds being recorded in the general fund. Generally accepted 
accounting principles require that dedicated or earmarked revenues be 
budgeted and accounted for in special revenue funds and not in the gen- 
eral fund. The amounts that should be removed from the general fund and 
recorded in special revenue funds are not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effects of not recording general fixed assets 
and not recording dedicated or earmarked revenues in special revenue 
funds as discussed in the preceding two paragraphs, the general purpose 
financial statements referred to in the first paragraph present fairly the 
financial position of the Town of Searsmont at February 1, 1988, and the 
results of its operations for the fiscal year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent 
with that of the preceding year. 
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The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the general purpose financial statements, but is presented 
per statutory requirements and as additional analytical data. The informa- 
tion has been subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures applied 
in the examination of the general purpose financial statements mentioned 
above and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the financial statements taken as a whole.

NOTES TO COMBINED FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
February 1, 1988 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Searsmont conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units, 
except that the town does not record the general fixed assets group 
of accounts and uses the net budget method of budgeting and 
accounting for the general fund. 


A. Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the town are organized on the basis of funds or 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate account- 
ing entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
separate set of selfbalancing accounts that comprise its assets, 
liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expenditures. The various 
funds are grouped by type in the financial statements. 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund — The general fund is the general operating fund of 
the town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not 
allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund are 
accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general 
operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the capital 
improvement costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Fund — Special revenue funds are used to 
account for revenues derived from specific taxes or other ear- 
marked revenue sources, including federal revenue sharing funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds — Trust funds are used to account for assets held 
in trust by the town for others. 


B. Basis of Accounting 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the 
governmental funds. Under the modified accrual basis of account- 
ing, revenues are recorded when received in cash except for 
property tax revenues which are recorded as deferred tax 
revenues unless collectible within sixty days following the year 
end. Expenditures, other than interest on longterm debt, are re- 
corded when the liability is incurred. The accrual basis of account- 
ing is followed by nonexpendable trust funds.

C. General Fixed Assets 
The town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets. 
Expenditures for property and equipment are charged against 
departmental operations whenever such items are purchased. 


D. “Memorandum Only” Total Columns 

Included on the combined financial statements are total columns 
captioned “Memorandum Only” to indicate that they are pre- 
sented only for informational purposes. Adjustments to eliminate 
interfund transactions have not been recorded in arriving at such 
amounts and the memorandum totals are not intended to fairly 
present the financial position or results of operations of the 
Town of Searsmont, taken as a whole. 


Additionally, the 1986 totals presented in the “Memorandum 
Only” columns are included to provide a summarized comparison 
with comparable 1987 amounts and are not intended to present 
all information necessary for a fair presentation of financial posi- 
tion and results of operations in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 
2. Property Tax 

The town’s property tax for the current year was levied September 14, 

1987 on the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1987 for all real and 

personal property located in the town. Taxes were due September 1, 

1987 with interest at 9% per month on taxes paid after September 10, 

1987. 


3. Deferred Tax Revenues 


The National Council on Governmental Accounting (N.C.G.A.) Interpre- 
tation No. 3 requires that property tax revenue be recognized to the 
extent it will be collected within sixty days following the year end. 


At February 1, 1988, deferred tax revenues amounted to $27,300.00 
which reflected a decrease of $800.00 of the prior year’s balance. 
4. Deferred Credits 


Deferred credits represent items received during the current account- 
ing period that are to be used as revenue in the subsequent year. 
These accounts were as follows at Feburary 1, 1988:

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5. General Fund Budget 
The town operates on a net budget as compared with a gross budget. 
All revenues are not estimated but are credited to the particular oper- 
ating account. Certain revenues are dedicated for particular purposes 
by vote of the townspeople at the annual town meeting or at special 
town meetings. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the towns- 
people vote on various articles, on which amounts for appropriations 
have been recommended by the Board of Selectmen and/or the 
Budget Committee. 


6. Designated for Special Reserves 


Special reserve accounts for various purposes amounted to $9,776.55 
at February 1, 1988 and were invested in time deposits. The account 
balances at February 1, 1988 were as follows:

General Fixed Assets 


We noted that the town does not maintain a record of its general 
fixed assets and does not include a statement of general fixed 
assets in its financial statements. Generally accepted accounting 
principles require that the town maintain a record of its general 
fixed assets. 


We recommend that the town maintain a record of its general 
fixed assets. This record should be of a perpetual nature and in- 
clude at actual cost or historical cost if actual cost is not available, 
all capital items, land and buildings. Deletions should be at actual 
or historical costas a result of sale, trade-in or discard. In addition, 
a town official should be designated to perform periodic inventory 
checks to ascertain that the items are accounted for properly 
and adequately safeguarded. 


Net Budget Method of Budgeting and Accounting 


We noted that the town has adopted the net budget method of 
budgeting and accounting, which results in dedicated or ear- 
marked funds being recorded in the general fund. Generally 
accepted accounting principles require that dedicated or ear- 
marked funds be budgeted and accounted for in special revenue 
funds and not in the general fund. 


We recommend that the town consider adopting the gross method 
of budgeting and accounting under which dedicated or earmarked 
funds are recorded in special revenue funds and not the general 
fund.
